As new models and new in- 
novations came forth from the 
masterminds behind the auto 
industry, these two partners 
kept pace with the times and 
naturally garnered every bit 
of information that it was 

possible to learn about making 
Engines purr like kittens. To- 
day they are still at it, and 
with over twenty-five years of 
practical experience as well as 
the necessary. qualified train- 
ing required in order to hold 
first class mechanics papers. 
their story is one of success 
from the word go.
